The death rate of 7.3 per 1,000 of the population is low, being 
4.4 lower than that for the whole country.

MEAT AND FOODS 


One slaughterhouse only in the Parish of Ketton has continued to be in 
regular use for the slaughter of sheep and pigs, beef requirements for the District 
being slaughtered and inspected at Stamford, 


The total number of animals slaughtered and inspected was 482, hundred per cent 
inspection being maintained, 


The condemned meat comprised 7 Pigs' Heads and Tongues, 3 Mesenteries and 
1 pair of Lungs affected with Tuberculosis and 8 pairs of Pigs' Lungs, 4 Pigs! 
Hearts and 1 Sheep's Liver affected with other conditions. 


The only other food condamed consisted of two 6 lb, tins of Corned Beef,

The number of food premises remains unchanged, 
Milk and Dairies 


As from lst October, the District became a Specified Area under the Milk 
(Special Designation) Regulations, 195, whereby the only milk permitted to be 
sold is Tuberculin Tested, Pasteurised or Sterilised. Consequent upon this 
two Dealers! Licences for the sale of Pasteurised and Tuberculin Tested milk were 
issued, The supplementary Licences are unchanged from last year, 


FACTORIES. 


The nwuber of premises on the Register remains unchanged and one Notice 
for an infringement of the Factory Act was issued during the year, 


INFECTIOUS DISBASES, DISINFECTION AND DISINFESTATION 


Investigation and measures of disinfection as appropriate were carried out 
respecting 20 cases of Scarlet Fever, of which 16 were at Ryhall, 1 at Ketton 
and 1 at Essendine,. 


It is gratifying to record that it was not necessary to take any action 
in respect of verminous premises or persons during the year, 


NEW BUILDINGS. 


67 Plans were deposited during the year and of these 65 were approved 
and 2 disapproved under the building byelaws. The approved Plans included 
those for 17 dwellings - 12 at Ryhall, 2 at Ketton, 2 at Great Casterton and 1 
at Tinwelit, 2h private houses were completed during the year of which 21 were a 
Ryhall, 2 at Ketton and 1 at Tinwell. No Council House development was underta& en 
during the year, 


MOVEABLE DWELLINGS. 


1 appiication for a site to station moveable dwellings at Little Casterton 
was approved and 2 applications to station individual caravans at Ketton and 
Essendine were also approved. 


SCAVENGING. 


This service was continued satisfactorily during the year and a new vehicle 
obtained under the hire and maintenance scheme was operated as from the beginning 
of July. 


It was necessary to seek a new site for the disposal of refuse from Ketton 
and Tinwell and yet another old quarry is being used for this purpose at 
Empingham Road, Tinwell. There has been a good deal of trouble from 
indiscriminate tipping by unauthorised persons, which has had the effect of 
both making access difficult and orderly maintenance almost impossible. 


In support of the "Keep Britain Tidy" Movement, 29 litter baskets have been 
erected in various Parishes but it appears that this provision may have been on 
an unduly generous scale judging by the amount of usage which has been made of 
some of the baskets, 


SEWERAGE. 


The Ryhall scheme has continued to operate reasonably well but the sludge 
disposal problem still remains and it was necessary to resort to a form of lagoon 
in order to free the over loaded sludgebeds. The situation was aggravated by 
unauthorised persons gaining access to the Works and opening valves, which had 
the effect of flooding the sludge~beds on several occasions. Vandalism which 
interferes with a public service can only be condemned in the strongest 
possible terms. 
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SEWERAGE (Cont'd) 


No progress was made with regard to sewerage for Ketton and Great 
Casterton but it appears taat the seheme for Little Casterton is likely to 
be completed during 1959. 


The systematic baiting of the sewers at Ryhall was undertaken in 
November, as a result of which it appeared that the sewers are virtually 
free from rats as there was only one 'take! throughout the entire system, 


RAG FLOCK ACT. 

There are no registrations in force in the District. 
PET ANIMALS ACT. 

There are no licensed premises in the District. 
WATER SUPPLIES. 


The main event of the year was the long awaited Ministerial sanction to 
proceed with the Ketton scheme of improvement. This, however, was only 
obtiined on conditon that the bulk supply was taken from the Oyndle and Thrapston 
Tixover source, supplied via the Collyweston water tower. Work was commenced 
late in the year am Should be completed before the end of 1959, This will 
enable many of the small old distribution mains to be abolished and it is 
expected that all parts of Ketton will now receive water at a reasonable pressure. 


A small extension to supply a building estate and Secondary Modern School 
at Great Casterton was carried out during the year. 


Samples of both chlorinated and unchlorinated water from the Ketton, Ryhall 
and Clipsham sources were reported as uniformly satisfactory. 


HOUSING INSPECTION, 


Once again in the absence of a Council house building programme, little 
progress was possible with the work of slum clearance. My prediction that future 
building would become a priority, was fulfilled and Meetings have been held to 
co-ordinate provision of such accommodation with the aid of a special subsidy 
from the County Council to meet the needs of the aged and infirm. As a result 
of this a programme for the provision of old people's dwellings at Ryhall, Ketton 
and Great Casterton was under consideration at the end of the year, 


Two applications for Improvement Grants were received and approved during the 
year and four Grant-ailed shcemes were completed during the year. 


Two applications for Certificates of Disrepair under the Rent Act were 
received and Certificates issued in each case.
